A most interesting and encouraging 


victory was recorded recently, in- 
cidentally, for parents who want the 
right to control the schools in which 
their children are educated. The 
Supreme Court of the State of Ohio 
dismissed all criminal charges against 
the Rev. Levi Whisner and co-defen- 
dants in the matter of the Tabernacle 
Christian school. 


Dissatisfied with available public 


schools in their community of Brad- 
ford, Ohio, the Rev. Whisner and ,his 
congregation in 1973 opened 'an 
unchartered school to meet their 
religious needs. The school couldn't 
get a state charter because the Rev. 
Whisner felt the state's minimum 
standards were oppressive. He kept 
running it anyway, and got himself 
arrested on a criminal charge. 


The case went up to the Supreme 


Court and Ohio Justice Frank D. 
Celebrezze described the minimum 
standards set by the state as so "per- 
vasive and all-encompassing" as to 
leave not a minute for religious 
education. The effect of the standards, 
said he as he set them aside, was "to 
obliterate the philosophy of the school 
and to impose thai of the state." 


The entire court voted to let the Rev. 


Whisner keep operating his school, 
although two justices did not sign 
Celebrezze's opinion. 


Members of the general public are

As time goes on, 
that may be ail they'll have to turn to 
tor escape from the teachers' union 
and others like it that want to put the 
government and the taxpayers in their 
hip pocket.

the Labor Department to explain the 
odd job performance in July, and it 
has the statistics to prove the answer. 
Some major changes are taking place 
in the U.S. work force. The major one 
is that more young women are enter- 
ing the job market and staying in once 
they have found employment. 
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The labor force has grown faster in 


this recession recovery period than in 
any similar period in the last 30 years. 
More than 3.8 million people have 
found jobs since the recession bot- 
tomed in March, 1975, yet 
the 


unemployment rate has dropped only a 
little more than a percentage point 
from the high of 8.9 per cent in May, 
1975. 


If that isn't enough to rattle the 


prognostications of most economists, 
it also seems some of them haven't yet 
figured why so many women — wives 
in particular — are heading back into 
the labor market and staying in once 
they have found employment. 


Some 
have 
suggested 
it 
has 


something to do with the greater 
independence of women, the smaller 
families they are having and the later 
ages at which they start having 
children. Those may be 
factors, 


among others, but the reason many 
families now depend upon a second 
paycheck to make ends meet has more 
to do with inflation than female 
independence. 


An inflation rate of 6 to 10 per cent 


annually may be a new norm to some 
economists, but to the average family 
that can spell disaster over a period of 
time. Even where the primary wage 
earner is fortunate enough to find his 
wages increasing periodically to help 
account for cost-of-living increases, 
that is not helping him improve his 
family's living standard. And there 
are many families whose income does 
not increase at the same rate as infla- 
tion. 


Since this is one of the most infla- 


tion-intensive periods the economy has 
sustained in many years, it is not 
surprising to find a larger percentage 
than ever of adults looking for work.

and tactics, if American ob- 
servers arc reading Soviet mili- 
tary data correctly'. 


All this seems strange when 


one studies the sloppy inef- 
ficiency of Russia's civilian in- 
dustrial system and its ap- 
parent Inability to translate 
theory into practice within 
reasonable periods of time. 


The United States has been 


secure in the past, regardless of 
the size of the Russian buildup, 
in the knowledge of our tech- 
nological advantage: the ac- 
curacy of our missiles, both 
conventional and nuclear; the 
efficiency and reliability of our 
electronic 
equipment; 
the 


superiority of our computers 
which are the heart and soul of 
much of our weaponry, and UK 
wide range of our research. 


The evidence now in suggests 


that this margin of U.S. scien- 
tific and technological advan- 
tage is disappearing. 
The 


evidence is equally clear that 
this is not because of a 
superiority in Russian science 
or 
efficiency 
in 
military 


productioa techoofcfcv that sur- 
passes ours. 


The evidence rather is that 


the inefficiency which pervades 
Soviet industry carries over Into 
military technology as well. 


The data collected here so far 


seems to indicate that Soviet 
progress is by sheer weight of 
technical manpower The Rus- 
sians apparently pour scientists 
and technicians into priority 
military projects in such 
numbers, and cover such a 
range 
of 
options, 
that 


breakthroughs come from the 
overwhelming mass of work 
done in laboratories and testing 
sites. 


This is not to downgrade the 


Soviet Union's topflight theore- 
tical scientists. Some are among 
the more brilliant in their fields 
and can compete with the best 
in the West. The Russian 
problem historically, however, 
has not been theory but in 
application of theory to prac- 
tical problems. The Soviet- 
Union is strong in computer 
theory, for example, but weak in, 
the production of advanced 
computers. 


The net result — though the 


Russians are now clearly 
abreast or in front of us in a 
number of fields, Is that we are 
still well ahead...but perhaps 
not forking. 


One note of cheer: it is far 


easier for a nation tech- 
nologically behind to catch up 
than it is to take the lead. 
However tight the security, the 
nation that is behind inevitably 
has access to much of the 
modern technology of the leader 
- through scientific publica- 
tions, commercial applications 
and patent application records. 
The nation that's behind, having 
this access, can divert its 
research to new possibilities.

WASHINGTON - The basic 
danger of the Soviet arms buil­ 
dup is not the number of their 
weapons, nuclear or conven­ 
tional. Nor is it the size of their 
warheads, firepower of their 
navy or the rapidly increasing 
number of Soviet tanks. And it’s 
not the billions the Russians are 
pouring, rather inefficiently, 
into military expansion. 


The major concern here is 
growing evidence of increasing 
effectiveness in Soviet military 
research and development, and 
their capability for translating 
technological breakthroughs in­ 
to working hardware. 


The Soviet application of new 
ideas is not limited to weapons 
systems 
but 
includes 
also 
imaginative military strategy 
and tactics, if American ob­ 
servers are reading Soviet mili­ 
tary data correctly. 


All this seems strange when 
one studies the sloppy inef­ 
ficiency of Russia’s civilian in­ 
dustrial system and its ap­ 
parent inability to translate 
theory into practice within 
reasonable periods of time. 


The United States has been 
secure in the past, regardless of 
the size of the Russian buildup, 
in the knowledge of our tech­ 
nological advantage: the ac­ 
curacy of our missiles, both 
conventional and nuclear; the 
efficiency and reliability of our 
electronic 
equipment; 
the 
superiority of our computers 
which are the heart and soul of 
much of our weaponry, and the 
wide range of our research. 


The evidence now in suggests 
that this margin of U.S. scien­ 
tific and technological advan­ 
tage 
is 
disappearing. 
The 
evidence is equally clear that 
this 
is 
not 
because 
of 
a 
superiority in Russian science 
or 
efficiency 
in 
military 


production technology that sur­ 
passes ours. 


The evidence rather is that 
the inefficiency which pervades 
Soviet industry carries over into 
military technology as well. 


The data collected here so far 
seems to indicate that Soviet 
progress is by sheer weight of 
technical manpower. The Rus­ 
sians apparently pour scientists 
and technicians into priority 
military 
projects 
in 
such 
numbers, and cover such a 
range 
of 
options, 
that 
breakthroughs come from the 
overwhelming mass of work 
done in laboratories and testing 
sites. 


This is not to downgrade the 
Soviet Union's topflight theore­ 
tical scientists. Some are among 
the more brilliant in their fields 
and can compete with the best 
in 
the West. 
The Russian 
problem historically, however, 
has not been theory but in 
application of theory to prac­ 
tical 
problems. 
The 
Soviet 
Union is strong in computer 
theory, for example, but weak in 
the production of advanced 
computers. 


The net result — though the 
Russians 
are 
now 
clearly 
abreast or in front of us in a 
number of fields, is that we are 
still well ahead...but perhaps 
not for long. 


One note of cheer: it is far 
easier 
for 
a 
nation 
tech­ 
nologically behind to catch up 
than it is to take the lead. 
However tight the security, the 
nation that is behind inevitably 
has access to much of the 
modern technology of the leader 
— through scientific publica­ 
tions, commercial applications 
and patent application records 
The nation that’s behind, having 
this access, can divert its 
research to new possibilities. 


WASHINGTON - The .Justice 
Department recently estimated 
that 
approximately 
1.000 
Federal, slate and local public 
officials have been convicted on 
Federal corruption charges in 
the past five years. 


That’s convicted, mind you, 
not just suspected or forced to 
resign under a cloud. Further­ 
more, 
the 
department 
emphasizes that its figure is 
probably conservative and in 
any case only includes major 
abases of office, such as extor­ 
tion or accepting bribes. 


A measly 1.000 crooks among 
the hundreds of thousands of 
public 
officials 
across 
the 
country may not sound like a 
major national problem. But 
consider the special respon­ 
sibility to uphold the law and 
serve the public good that of­ 
ficials who live off taxpayers’ 
money voluntarily assume — 
even, in most cases, aggres­ 
sively pursue. 


Consider the fact that the 
Justice Department does not 
mention your run-of-the-mill 
conflict of interest, where con­ 
tracts are let without bidding 
following 
lavish 
outings 
at 
beaches and hunting lodges or 
where law firms simultaneously 
pay consulting fees to poli­ 
ticians and represent the indus­ 
tries those politicians have 
authority to regulate. Consider 
the fact that it is awfully hard to 
get the goods for a sound legal 
case against a powerful official 
— and these aren’t just the ones 
who got caught but ones who 
also couldn't legally weasel out 
of it, a practice employed 
recently with spectacular suc­ 
cess at the very top of the poli­ 
tical profession. 


It seems that there is ample 
hard evidence, reaching far 
beyond Watergate, to justify the 
widespread public disenchant­ 


ment with politicians. 


The 
crooks 
are 
a 
tiny 
minority, to be sure. But there 
are still too many. And the 
honest officials do not appear 
terribly eager to establish stan­ 
dards to remove temptation and 
make it easier to catch and 
punish the few who do abuse the 
public 
trust. 
The 
toughest 
reform in the world, of course, 
is that which one imposes to af­ 
fect himself as well as others. 


When Congress returns to 
work following the Republican 
National 
Convention, 
two 
measures will be waiting which 
could be helpful in bolstering 
public confidence in Congress 
and set an example for other 
governmental Ixidies. The pur­ 
pose of both is to spotlight po­ 
tential conflicts of interest. 


The Senate has led the way. 
somewhat reluctantly, by pass­ 
ing in June the first legislation 
in 30 years calling for more 
public disclosure of lobbying 
activities and by approving in 
July a measure to require 
congressmen to report all gifts 
and sources of outside income 
beyond a minimum amount. 
The 
House, 
however, 
has 
dragged its feet on both bills. 


The prospects are best for the 
lobby disclosure bill, which may 
be close to a House floor vote. 
The Senate pavsed the bill 82 Ut 
9, despite an intensive cam ­ 
paign against it by labor or­ 
ganizations and Ralph Nader. 


The 1972 and 1976 Democratic 
platforms have called for public 
reporting by special interests, 
and Common Cause has been an 
effective champion of the bill. 


Because time is running out, 
there seems little hope the 
financial disclosure bill will be 
finished before adjournment. 
House committee hearings have 
yet to be held.

be Reagan,” said Thomson. As 
for Schweiker, said the gover­ 
nor, “ I ’m still holding my 
nose.” 


( onserv at ive dissatisfaction 
with Schweiker raised the pos­ 
sibility that 
if Reagan 
is 
nominated he could face a 
rebellion among his supporters 
when he asks the convention to 
endorse his choice for a running 
mate. 


Meanwhile, 
Reagan 
and 
Schweiker continued to hammer 
away at Ford for his refusal to 
say whom he would ask to run 
with him. 


“ They’re still dangling 19 
people for the opportunity only 
one can have,” Schweiker said.

would be,” Sears said. 


But the convention rules 
committee was unaffected and 
voted 5M to 44 against the vice 
presidential rule backed by- 
Reagan.

Rogers C.B. Morton, Ford’s 
campaign manager, called the 
proposed rule a ploy. “ These 
ploys are a strict sign of weak­ 
ness. of being behind.” he said. 


The fight over the rules 
change is likely to be followed 
Tuesday night by attempts to 
change planks of the platform 
drafted by a committee headed 
by F'ord supporter. Gov. Robert 
I) Ray of Iowa. 


Sears said the Reagan camp 
was studying foreign policy 
planks and trying to decide 
whether to fight to bring posi­ 
tions on the Panama (’anal, de­ 
tente. African policy and China 
closer to Reagan’s campaign 
statements. Both Sears and 
Reagan praised the platform 
committee and said they could 
live with what it had produced

Morton’s view of the platform 
was that ‘it probably will get 
more attention now, and more 
publicity now and be more in 
the eye now than at any other 
time. ” He said he thought there 
might be a fight for a stronger 
stand against abortion.

Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., has said that “ it 
would be extremely difficult, if 
not impossible,” to break a

Mansfield has declined to 
commit himself on whether the 
bill will be called up, although 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., and 
other sponsors are pressing for 
action. 


The postcard voter registra­ 
tion bill became entangled in a 
jurisdictional dispute between 
two Senate commit tees after it 
was 
amended 
and 
rushed 
through the House just before 
the 
Republican 
convention 
recess. Still to be decided is 
whether it should be referred to 
the Rules Committee or the 
Committee on Post Office and 
Civil Service. 


The original House version of 
the1 bill provided for the Postal 
Service U> mail a registration 
form U) every householder. The 
form would be mailed back to 
local voting authorities. 


But the mass mailing was 
done away with by a House 
amendment that provided ins­ 
tead for the registration forms 
to be stacked in post offices and 
other government 
buildings 
where get-out-the-vote groups 
could pick them up and dis­ 
tribute them door-to-door. Then 
individuals would fill them out 
and mail them to local regis­ 
trars. 


A Voters Registration Ad­ 
ministration would lie set up in 
the Federal Election Commis­ 
sion to handle the program, and 
thus the Senate Rule's Commit­ 
tee could claim jurisdiction over 
the bill. 


While supporters say the bill 
is necessary to make registra­ 
tion easier and increase voter 
turnout, opponents call it an 
election-year dirty trick that 
would open the way for wides- 
cale voter fraud.

KANSAS CITY (A P) - The 
Kansas City Royals are scoring 
runs again. Sunday, it was at 
the expense of the Detroit 
Tigers in a 12-hit barrage for a 
73 victory. 


One of the reasons for the 
Royals’ renewed success is 
second baseman Frank White, 
who weeks ago was batting 
below 200 with few prospects of 
improving.

Jonty Skinner, the new world 
record bolder in the 100-meter 
freestyle, always had the fan- 
tasies that all swimmers get. He 
simply improved on his. 


"I'd be in bed and I'd lie 


there," the 22-year-old South 
African said. "I'd dream, 'All 
you have to do is go out in 24.3 
and come back in 25.6.' I just 
went out a little faster." 


The University of Alabama 


senior, who has been living in 
this country on a student visa 
for three years, swam the dis- 
tance 
in 
49.44 
seconds, 


smashing Jim Montgomery's 
existing mark of 49.99. 


Those two are the only 


swimmers in the world who 
have gone 100 meters in less 
than 50 seconds. Skinner did it 
twice Saturday at the AAU Na- 
tional 
Swimming 
Cham- 


pionships here. 


Just over an hour after 


breaking the record. Skinner 
swam a 49.81 on the first leg of 
the 400-meter relay. 


"He sure proved it wasn't a 


Huke," said 
Bill 
Palmer, 


Skinner's coach at Central Jer- 
sey Acquatics. 


Skinner's mark was the only 


world record set at the four-day 
outdoor long course cham- 
pionships 
at 
Kelly 
Pool. 


However, nine championship 
and two club marks fell. 


The 50-second barrier in the 


100 had long been considered 
unreachable until Montgomery 
did a 49.99 in winning a gold 
medal at the Olympics. Mont- 
gomery's previous world mark 
was 50.59, set at the AAU's a 
year ago.

foot-5, 185-pound Skinner said 
after smashing the mark.

Airplane Stolen

FRASER. Mich. (AP) - The 
post commander of F raser’s 
Veterans 
of 
Foreign 
Wars 
believes the national VFW will 
approve the Michigan chapter’s 
resolution favoring trade with 
Vietnam. 


Post 
Commander 
Nelson 
Amsdill will place the resolu­ 
tion 
before the convention, 
which is now in session in New 
York City. 


"This is the kind of resolu­ 
tion the VFW can support. It 
merely 
suggests 
that 
the 
President of the United States 
lift our country’s present trade 
embargo against 
the Hanoi 
regime,” Amsdill said. 


In return, the resolution asks 
Vietnam to “ comply with a 
pledge that they can give an 
accounting 
on 
the 
fate 
of 
Americans still listed as miss­ 
ing in action (MIA),” Amsdill 
said. 


He said he secured Hanoi’s 
pledge June 4 after conferring 
with Vietnamese First Secre­ 
tary Do Thanh in Paris. 


According to Amsdill, Do 
Thanh said his government 
would provide information on 
American Ml As and POWs ‘‘if 
the United States shows us a 
gesture of friendship.” 


The 
Hanoi 
diplomat 
specifically promised to seek 
information 
on 
a 
missing 
Fraser man. Air Force (’apt. 
Robert Tucci, who was last 
seen in 1W9. 


Amsdill said the Vietnamese 
asked for an end to trade res­ 
trictions against Hanoi and 
solutions to problems of the 
Paris Peace Accord engineered 
by Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. 


“Our resolution limits the 
lifting of trade restrictons for 
six months, and will only be 


extended should the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam show good 
faith in solving the MIA mys­ 
tery," Amsdill said. 


A former state VFW com­ 
mander said he shared Ams- 
dill’s confidence the resolution 
would pass. 


“ We have the support of 
several large VTW slate mem­ 
berships — including the Texas 
delegation,” said William B« n- 
neti of Mount Clemens, who is 
now a ranking meml>er of the 
national VFW council of ad­ 
ministration. 


Amsdill said the resolution 
probably would be considered 
on Tuesday. 


“We must get a final answer 
to 
the 
MIA 
mystery. 
As 
veterans we must never quit in 
the search for our missing 
comrades who served their 
country in southeast Asia,” 
Amsdill said.

An FHl spokesman said the 


pilot and two other men ap- 
parently planned to fly the 
stolen Cessna 206 to Mexico and 
use it to smuggle narcotics into 
the United Slates. 


Charlra B. Eldridge. 32, was 


taken into custody by police in 
I.ansing, and charged with in- 
terstate theft of an aircraft after 
authorities discovered the plane 
had been missing. 


Before that, however, the 


other two men left the airport in 
a car, telling police they had to 
notify the plane's owners of the 
damage. 


Great Lakes Aero Corp., of 


Pontiac, Mich., reported the 
aircraft was stolen shortly after 
midnight. The landing, which 
dented the nose of the plane, 
occurred about 2Vi hours later. 
Die FBI said. 


The pilot, an ex-omviet from 


Hazel Crest. III.. who apparently 
had little experience flying 
planes, was being sought by 
authorities, the FBI spokesman 
said.

Meeting in their county con­ 
vention, 78 precinct delegates 
unanimously 
approved 
a 
resolution plank supporting “ a 
county sheriff’s office that is 
free from politics and nepotism 
and whose only regard is for law 
enforcement.” 


The motion 
is aimed 
at 
Jewell’s brother, Don, who is 
chief deputy sheriff, and ap­ 
parently 
at 
Lester 
White, 
manager of the sheriff’s 1972 
and ’76 campaigns for re-elec­ 
tion. 


Another platform plank sup- ' 
porting “ an improved, open 
county clerk’s office that is as 
fair 
to 
Democrats 
as 
Republicans” 
was 
also 
unanimously supported. This 
plank expresses displeasure 
over the last reapportionment of 
county commissioner districts 
in 1972 and Republican Kes- 
terke’s role as a member of the 
reapportionment commission 
according to St. Joseph Atty. 
Tat 
Parish, 
the convention 
chairman. 


A third resolution supporting 
‘‘better 
roads 
in 
Berrien 
county” was also supported 
unanimously by the United Auto 
Workers Local who met in the 
UAW local 793 hall. Territorial 
road Benton township. 


Ken 
Malkin, 
a 
Benton 
township trustee and a can­ 
didate for township treasurer, 
told the delegates he proposed 
the platform planks on Jewell 
and Kesterke. 


Malkin 
said 
nepotism 
in 
county offices must be stopped. 
“ He’s (Jewell) also made it a 
point in the past to reward his 
campaign manager with a post 
high up in the cam m and,” 
Malkin added. But he said he 
didn't know who the campaign 
manager was or his job. 


Sheriff Jewell was reported 
vacationing 
in Canada 
and 
unavailable for comment. His 
brother, 
Don, 
has 
been 
a 
member of the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment since 1956 when Erwin 
Kubath was sheriff. Don was 
elevated to chief deputy after 
Forrest Jewell was elected 
sheriff in 1968 


White is Lincoln township 
police administrator (chief). “ I 
am paid by Lincoln township 
and 
draw 
no salary 
from 
Berrien county,” he said. 


White said he holds the non- 
paving titular rank of lieutenant 
in the sheriff’s department 
because he is in charge of a ci­ 
tizens’ reserve force of 15 which 
assists the sheriff’s department. 
He explained the reserves are 
all volunteers and no one is 
paid. 


Forrest Jewell is opposed by 
Democrat Jesse Howard of 
Union Pier in the November 
election.

Broadcasting from a ship off 
the coast, Brousse warned that 
the eruption was “ now 
an 
inexorable process; we have 
gone past the point of no re­ 
turn.” 


He predicted that it would 
have at least the force of the 
1902 eruption of Mt. Pelee, on 
Martinique, which killed more 
than 30,000 people and des­ 
troyed th«* town of St. Pierre. 


“However, we have cleared an 
area of sufficient size so that the 
eruption could be completely 
without loss of life,” he said 


I.a Soufriere, French for the 
sulphur mine, last erupted in 
1956, but there was no lava flow 
and no one was injured. 


Five weeks ago, on July 8, a 
crack opened »,500 feet below 
the cone and began belching 
foul gas. steam, ash, stones and 
mud The activity intensified 
Thursday, and 30,000 persons 
living nearest were ordered to 
leave Then on Sunday the team 
of about 12 volcanologists keep­ 
ing a close watch on the situa- 


tion reported the presence in the 
vapor of ash from much deeper 
in the earth. They said it in­ 
dicated an eruption was im­ 
minent. 


Evacuation of the rest of the 
danger zone was ordered. 


An observer who flew over the 
volcano Sunday reported, ‘‘I 
could see white smoke coming 
up from at least five different 
places, and even from the plane 
the smell of sulphur was very 
strong.”

Thousands Flee Imminent 
Blast Of Island Volcano

for several days, a French 
scientist monitoring the volcano 
reported today after thousands 
were evacuated from the danger 
zone.

Carribbean sea. 


The 
scientist, 
Charles 


Brousse of the University of 
Paris, said the warning Sunday 
that the bkmoff was expected in 
10 to 12 hours was given to in- 
sure that all 72,000 persons left 
the area around the 4,813-fool 
peak. 
. 


Broadcasting from a ship off 


the coast, Brousse warned that 
the eruption was "now an 
inexorable process; we have 
gone past the point of no re- 
turn." 


He predicted that it would 


have at least the force of the 
1902 eruption of Ml. Pclee, on 
Martinique, which killed more 
than 16,100 people and des- 
troyed the town of St. Pierre. 


"However, we have cleared an 


area of sufficient size so that the 
eruption could be completely 
without loss of life." he said. 


La Soufriere, French for the 


sulphur mine, last erupted in 
1956, but there was no lava flow 
and no one was injured. 


Five weeks ago, on Jury 8, a 


crack opened i,WO feet below 
the cone and began belching 
foul gas. steam, ash, stones and 
mud. 
The activity intensified 


Thursday, and M,OM persons 
living newest were ordered to 
leave. Then on Sunday the team 
of about 12 vofcamtaxtots Imp- 
ing a close watch on the situa- 


tion reported the presence in the 
vapor of ash from much deeper 
in the earth. They said it in- 
dicated an eruption was Im- 
minent. 


Evacuation of the rest'of the 


danger zone was ordered. 


An observer who flew over the 


volcano Sunday reported, "I 
could see white smoke coming 
up from at least five different, 
places, and even from the plane^ 
the smell f,l sulphur was very 
strong." 


The narrow, two-lane highway 


running north to Pointe-a-Pitre, 
the island's biggest city, was 
jammed with cars and buses 
loaded with fleeing families and 
as much of their possessions as 
they could pile on. 


Three ships took 6,000 persons 


from the town of Basse-Tcrre, 
which is six miles from the peak 
of La Soufriere, to Pointe-A- 
Pitre.

NAIROBI, Kenya (A P) - The 
first fatal crash of a Boeing 747 
jumbo jet, in which 59 persons 
died, was the fault of the flight 
crew 
and could have been 
avoided, an official inquiry 
reported today. 


The report said the crash of 
the 
Lufthansa 
jetliner 
at 
Nairobi’s Ambakasi Airport on 
Nov. 20, 1974, “ was caused by 
the crew initiating take off with 
the leading edge flaps retracted 
because the pneumatic system 
which operates them had not 
been switched on. 


‘‘This resulted in the aircraft 
becoming airborne in a partially 
stalled condition which 
the 
pilots did not identify in the 
short time available for them to 
recover.” 


The West German airliner 
was taking off on the second leg 
of a flight from Frankfurt to 
Johannesburg with 139 pas­ 
sengers and 18 crew members. 
Four of the ¿*abin crew were 
killed, but the pilot, copilot and 
flight engineer escaped with in­ 
juries. 


The report was compiled by 
the Fast African Community’s 
accident investigation branch.

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) —The 


first fatal crash of a Boeing 747 
jumbo jet, in wh:rt 59 persons 
died, was the fault of the night 
crew and could have been 
avoided, an official inquiry 
reported today. 


The report said the crash of 


the 
Lufthansa 
jetliner 
at 


Nairobi's Ambakasi Airport on 
Nov. 20, 1974, "was caused by 
the crew Initiating take off with 
the leading edge flaps retracted 
because the pneumatic system 
which operates them had not 
been switched on. 


"This resulted in the aircraft 


becoming airborne in a partially 
stalled condition which the 
pilots did not identify in the 
short time available for them to 
recover." 


The West German airliner 


was taking off on the second leg 
of a flight from Frankfurt to 
Johannesburg with 139 pas- 
sengers and 18 crew members. 
Four of the cabin crew were 
killed, but the pilot, copilot and 
flight engineer escaped with in- 
juries. 


The report was compiled by 


the East African Community's 
accident investigation branch. 
It concluded that "the accident 
could probably have been 
averted had the pitch angle been 
reduced 
and 
power 
been 


increased sufficiently early in 
the flight." 


The report said after the en- 


gines were started, the flight 
engineer did not open the bleed 
valves 
that 
operate 
the 


pneumatic system powering the 
leading edge flap units. It added 
that the stall-warning system 


did not give adequate warning 
of a critical condition "because 
it was not programmed to take 
account of tne leading edge 
flaps." 


In addition, said the report, 


the crew failed to complete their 
checklist items satisfactorily 
just before take off. 


The report said there had 


been at least eight previous in- 
cidents involving trouble with 
the leading edge flaps in which 
the crew was not alerted by the 
warning system. 


The report recommended that 


an audible warning system on 
the 747 should be modified to 
include the leading edge flaps 
and said it should be excluded 
from the list of allowable 
deficiencies. The leading flap 
position should also be included 
in the stall-warning system of 
the 747, the report added, point- 
ing out that since the accident 
"a 
number of preventive 


measures have been taken to 
prevent similar accidents." 


It is now compulsory, it said, 


for all 747 operators to ensure 
that prior to leaving the ramp 
the flaps are extended to normal 
take off position.

Jam es Behlen, treasurer, said the associa­ 
tion isn’t spending much on new projects this 
year, choosing instead to speed payment of 
debts. However, a $3,000 horse-washing 
facility was built this summer. 


The latest financial report was filed for the 
year Sept. 22, 1974, to Sept.*22, 1975. 


It shows that assets increased alm ost 
exactly $100,000 over the previous fiscal year. 
Assets of $830,000 were broken down to about 
$60,000 in liquid assets and $770,000 in 
property and buildings. 


Behlen said that much of the increase in 
assets was due to the two HO by 200 foot com­ 
m ercial exhibit halls, which cost $32,000 
apiece. 


The association’s equity — land and build­ 
ings owned free of debt — increased $59,000 
during the year to $717,IKK).

In fact, the fair has had a rem arkably 
successful history almost from the first year 
of its being in 1946 So well has the idea of a 
showplace for the constructive achievements 
of the youth of Berrien county succeeded that 
it has been a continuous struggle for its 
founders and many builders to alleviate con­ 
stant growing pans. 


The Youth Fair actually had its roots back 
earlier than 1946, in an annual 4-H sum m er 
show that was started in Berrien Springs in 
1938. In the spring of 1945 the Berrien County 
Agricultural Association was formed as an 
official sponsor for the sum m er show and 
after that year's exhibition the association 
decided to launch the present fair.

The sale of foods and beverages at the 
fairgrounds is regulated by the state 
agriculture department, which has made the 
following rules: 


All stands where food is served to the 
public shall be constructed of substantial 
materials and provided with durable roofs. 


All concessions serving food or drink must 
have all cooking, processing, or preparation 
areas properly covered so that food will be 
protected at all times from dust, dirt, in­ 
sects, rodents and other contamination. All 
such concessions must be provided with a 
plentiful supply of hot water for washing 
dishes and other utensils. 


Equipment used in the cooking of “ hot 
dogs,” “ hamburger,” steaks or other foods 
or in the preparation of other foods such as 
candy and candy coated apples must be 
enclosed on at least three sides with covers 
extending entirely over such equipment. 


All foods must be kept covered and pro­ 
tected from dust, dirt, and insects at all 
times. Soda straws must be individually 
wrapped, sugar bowls and condiment con­ 
tainers properly covered 
Cooking of foods in the open will not be 
permitted. No food or drink concession may 
be operated within 50 feet of a stable, refuse 
pile, or outside toilet not connected to a sewer 
or septic tank. 


All garbage must be kept covered in fly- 
tight, durable containers and removed daily. 


Beverages and all other drinks, except tea 
and coffee, must Ik* served in sanitary in­ 
dividual cups or closed individual containers. 
Such beverages must be drawn or served 
from cooler bottles or closed containers. 


All water and ice must be from a tested and 


approved source of supply. All mills and 
juice presses shall, while in operation, be 
covered and protected from dust, dirt, 
rodents, insects, or other possible con­ 
tamination. 


No cold beverages, other than orangeade 
and lemonade, shall be made on any fair 
grounds, carnivals, parks, resorts, or road­ 
side stands, unless made from syrup which 
has been registered with the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture.

The modified, hot-rod tractors will be 
roaring come Saturday morning. Rules for 
this class, which allows machines up to 7,000 
pounds, are: 


No drivers under 16 years of age allowed in 
modified classes. 


Modified classes open to tractors with 
rubber tires. No four-wheel drive allowed. No 
dual tires, tire studs, or chains permitted. All 
power must be transm itted through the 
wheels. 


There shall be no more than one contestant 
entered per tractor. Entry fee shall be $25.00 
per driver. 


Minimum drawbar length 18 inches from 
center of rear wheel to point of hook. Draw­ 
bar to be stationary in all directions. 20 
inches from top of hitching device parallel to 
the ground. 


Drawbar must be equipped with a hitching 
device not more than lVfe inches in thickness, 
and must have a 3 inch diameter opening. , 


No pressurized fuels allowed except LP 
gas. No oxygen pressure tanks allowed. 


All exposed turbochargers or portions 
thereof must be shrouded with steel 1/16 inch 
or thicker. 


All modified class engine fans must be 
shrouded with steel 1/16-inch or thicker, 360 
degrees. The drive train to the original trac­ 
tor transmission, together with any addi­ 
tional manual transmissions, 
must be 
shielded 360 degrees with %-inch minimum 
steel, fastened every 6 inches or closer with
